The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No reference was 
found anticipating or a combination of references found making obvious a method of and an 
apparatus for measuring a three-dimensional distribution and intensity of an electric field using 
a plurality of electric field sensors for electro-optic sampling wherein each of the sensors 
comprises an electro-optic crystal layer, a separation layer that separates the electro-optic 
crystal layer from an object to be measured and is constituted of a same material as the electro- 
optic crystal layer, and a light reflection layer, in which a sum thickness of the separation layer 
and electro-optic crystal layer of each sensor is a constant.
